50 Pawtucket men, was 


iK'uut-ht to a sudden termination yes- 
terday acternoon by a Ir^ffedy, in which 
t\vo men were killed. Policeman John 
Nerney, an old and trusted officer &f 
Attlebcro, was axr&sted aoon after ihe 
death oi the men on'a charge of murder. 
Jficliutl Connors, 40 years old. and 
Dunlul Mountain, 50, were the victims 
cif chfc ahooting: 


Tht outlr.g a.t the farm was con- 


clucaed hy tlie East Side Checker club. 
It has been the custom of the club to go 
out of town on Sundays and hold clam- 
bakes, ball games, etc., at various coun- 
try resorts. The scene of yeste.r<:lay's 
clambake was .lust across the Pa\v- 
tticket city line. The club metnbers 
brought a liberal supply of lager beer 
Rnd other refreshments alons with their 
commissary department. 


The police of this town received In- 


Jnrrrmtlon that bec-r was being sold by a 
Dartj- of Pawtucket men, and also that 
u ball garni.- was In progress, both of 
which acts -vere against the town laws. 
Five policemen In citizens' clothing ar- 
rived at the farm a few minutes after 
4 o'clock. The Pawtucket men saw them 
coming- down one of the hills, and sup- 
posed that the ball game would be 
S'.ojjped. Tlie playing ceased aa tlie offi- 
cers dreiv up. They ^rst directed their 
attention to the tables containing the 
refreshments. As to subsequent events, 
this version of the story la given: ' 


Michael Connors, In behalf of the club 


men, 
asked one of 'the policemen, John 


Is'erney, wh^t he wanted. After a few 
seconds' talk concerning the ball game, 
Kerncy asked Connors if there was any 
bcer on the grounds. 


• Up to this time, none of the officers, 
It Is claimed, had Informed Connors that 
they were policemen. Connors treated 
Nerney as an outsider, and promptly In- 
formed him that if he -wanted to stay on 
the premises he would have to pay 51, 
the club assessment for the occasion. 
Nerney replied that Connors was,"put- 
ting up a. bluff," whereupon, the officer 
was ordered to leave. The other officers 
meanwhile were looking around to see 
what they could find. 


Some of those neantat Nerney and 


Connors, say that the officer drew a 3d- 
caliber revolver and threatened to shoot, 
unless Connors adopted a different atti- 
tude. Connors took two or three steps 
forward, and made an effort to take the 
weapon from N'erney. The latter fired 
two shots, one of which struck Connors 
In the side. A portion of his clothing was 
fccoidied by the discharge. 
He at- 


tempted to grapple with the ofHcc-r, not- 
\vithstantung his wound, and cried lus- 
tily to his 'rlc-nds for assistance. The 
t.ther officers,- upon hearing the rumpus, 
v.'c-re on their way to the spot when the 
shots were fired. One of them. It Is said, 
struck Connors on the head with a black- 
jack. Xernoy by this tlme.liad been 
worked up to a high state of excitement, 
and before the other officers could lay 
hands on Connors, Xerncy pointed his 
revolver at Connors' head and tirc-il. 
The latter dropped instantly, and was 
soon a. corpse. 


Everyone within hearing started for 


the scene of the turmoil. Daniel Moun- 
tain, one of the men near Connors, at- 
tempted to seize him when he fell. 
TJouncaln 
made some remark, 
and 


within a minute after the shooting of 
his friend another report from the re- 
volver of the infuriated Xerney rang out. 
ond Mountain sank In a heap alongside 
of Connor's dead body. 


Edward Morse, another Pawtucket 


inin, demanded to know what Nerney 
had shot the men for, but he concluded 
:rot to await Che answer, as IVerney or- 
dered him off, saying he would shoot 
him as well. 


The other policemen, as soon as they 


had reRlized what Nerney had done, 
disarmed him, and devoted their atten- 
tion to his victims. It required but o 
F.lance to see that Connors was dead. 
The other rna_n had been shot in the left 
side, just oefow the heart. He died in 
about half an hour. 


Sheriff Brown was notified, and about 


an hour after the shooting he had placed 
Nerney under arrest. Tlie officer, when 
he cooled down, was asked what he did 
the shooting for. He said that he did 
not Icnow what he was doing, and lost 
all control of himself. He Is one of t e 
oldest officers here, and has always been 
a trusty mar.-. Medical Examiner H - 
den of this town viewed the bodies, an.l 
ordered them brought here. An inquest 
will be held. 


Connors was a laborer, and lived on 


Water street. Pan-tucket. He leaves a 
widow and sevt'.u children. Mountain 
was formerly in the liquor business. A 
\vlfio\v and four children survive him. 
The officers are of the opinion that both 
men" were more or less.under the Influ- 
ence of liquor, but their friends'deny 
this. 


There Is another story, to the eftect 


that Officer Nerney' used -his weapon' io 
self-defense in the fight, during which 
he was assaulted nnd seriously Injured, 
being at present at home Buffering- irora 
concussion o' the brain. It Is explained 
mat as the 3'ur.day picnics had become a | 
great nuiea—ce in the town, raiding ex-1 
pc-ditlons on the part of the officers .had ! 
begun. 
Deputy Sherifl Briggs, with; 


Officers Nerney, Palmer, Harden, Ham- 
ilton .and. Parker, went out to'Robin- 
Eon's-forin to Investigate. On arriving 
there. It is said, Nerney ordered the plc- 
niskBrs to disperse, whereupon .several 
men attacked OSlcors Palmer and Kei-- 


riey who w% re together, some one shout- 
Ing, "That's Nerney: do him." 
Officer 


Nerney 'drew his revolver, after bning 
hit on the h .-ad with a bottle, and finally 
fired four shots. The attack on Hie 
other officers became general, and the 
jrowd yellid. "Lynch him." 
Finally, 


'.he officers retreated, and Officer Nerney, 
who was suifering Intensely, was driven 
four miles l:i a. wagon to his home, where 
he was arrested. Fearing that his house 
might be attacked1 during- the excite- 
ment growing out of Ihe tragedy, officers 
arc on Kiiard. 
household 
effects, parrot v:cages. etc. 


Often they were .sent under the very 
eyes of l>™ Spanish officials. 
By this 


and other methods gradually the rebels 
v.crf? armed. 


"The rebels foraged for all living sup- 


plies. Next they made the "owners of 
estates pay a tax on all cattle slaugh- 
tered for-private consumption. Herds 
were driven Into the mountain fast- 
nesses for future supplies. 
Then, as 


now, 
they, had more men than co-jld be 


armc-d. The best men were selected and 
armed as tlradores, or sharp shooters. 
The men without arms, saving 
the 


piachcte, have cultivated large tracts ot 
rich 
mountain lands, growing corn, 


pumpkins, sweet potatoes and plantlann. 
lience a supply of vegetables and meat, 
as well ca corn for the horses. Sugar 
cane makes excellent fodder for the lat- 
ter. 
In a word food supplies and com- 


in!ssariat departments are not lacking. 
Lri-iends send them salt, etc., and when' 
in need thej' simply raid a town, taking; 
whatever is wanted. 


"Eastern Cuba remains the main cer- 


tcr of the rebellion. TJ.iere, the blacks 
and their dc3ci?ndaiits are banded to- 
gether like the old-time carbonari of 
Italy. To a inan, they stand together at 
against Spain. The negroes arc perfect 
v/ootismen. 
The vast tropical forests 


are their home. To Cuba they are what, 
the ;early clay Indians were in the North 
Amerlan continent—a handy and crafty 
enemy, abounding In skill and endur- 
ance, living under circumstances where j 
ordinary men cannot live and maintain 
health. 


"The people in central and eastern 


Cuba who are not openly on the side of 
l!:o rebels, sympathize with tnem and! 
keep them fully advised of every move- | 
inent of the royal troops. They consti- j 
tute themselves Into an Intelligent corps. 
In whom the rebels can and do reJy. 
Even the old negresses will not give any 
Information, not even under threats. 
One and all, male and female, In east- 
ern Cuba deem Spain their cor.mon 
enemy." 


In reply to a question regarding the 


rebels' strength, the speaker said that 
fully 50.000 men are In the various rebel 
commands, ot which, say three- fourths 
have arms. The rebel army Is made up 
of army corps under various command- 
ers. 


"The men In the rebel army are about 


half whites and half negroes—the latter 
make the bast soldiers. 
They are a 


strong race, large limbed and muscular, 
familiar with hardships and life in the 
forests. They sleep in the open, and can 
march a whole day without food. Their 
wants are few, and their native forests, 
abounding in small game and fruits, 
supply many of their wants." 


When asked as to their conduct under 


fire this Informant said that they are 
brave and cool. As a general rule the}- 
fire two or three volleys as they close 
with the enemy and

sense of danger seems to disappear, and 
they flght like demons, and make fear- 
ful adversaries. On several occasions 
a blow from" a machete has cut a rific 
barrel in two. Arms are cut off at a 
blow, and heads split open to the very 
chin. 
The negroes and whites alike 


realize that they have taken their lives 
in their hands, and that no retreat is 
possible for them. 


The rebel army is officered by whites 


and blacks. The latter prefer men of 
their own race. Discipline la rigidly en- 
forced. Any disobedience of orders is 
severely/punished, 


'When asked as to the rebel method ut 


attack, the speaker said that It was of 
the usual Cuban type. "When tlie rebela 
are advised that a Spanish column is 
advancing upon them, they post their 
sharpshooters In parties of 50, five or 
six parties of them. First, they engage 
the advance guard of the royalists, firing 
from ambush. If crowded .too much, 
that party of 50 will fall back, while a 
new one of 50 will make a flank attack, 
and so they simply harass the Span- 
lards and expose themselves as little 
as possible. By this methed, 250 or 3GO 
Cubans will hold a Whole column in 
check. The Cubans are as fertile in ex- 
periments in attack, ambushing, etc., as 
any body of Indians. Their policy fs ui 
wear out and exhaust the enemy, at a 
minimum cost of- life, powder anj 
wounds to themselves. In many of the 
engagements, skirmishes In which the i 
tlradores fall back when outnumbered, 
such engagements are made to do duty 
as Spanish victories. 


In many Instances when the Span- 


ish troops have been taken prisoneip, 
after being disarmed and offered their 
'liberty, many of them have entered the 
rebel ranks. Their poor pay and treat- 
ment under Spanish officers does not j 
make that service attractive... 
Asked I 


as to the prevalent opinion among the 
rebels, he said: "They are fighting for 
liberty or death; conquer or die. Is their 
self-imposed motto. -They kr.ow full 
.well that they are fighting for their 
lives." 


The reports regarding the bad health 


of General Gomez he" denounced as un- 
true. The Cuban army Is an unpaid 
organization. Not an officer or man re- 
ceives any pay. "To repeat," he said, 
"they are fighting for liberty and for 
their lives." 


When asked If there were any Ameri- 


cans in the rebels' ranks, he replied that 
there were a few. They also have no 
pay. They run the same risks and un- 
dergo the same hardships as the Cubans. 
. Landing expeditions today, he said, 
the Cubans have reduced to a science. 
The steamers lay to at night, outside ot 
the marine, league. The boats, painted 
a light drab, are swung over the side 
when they are not laden with men and 
arms. If a man-of-war appears, she

.Cuba was for Cuba Libre. The Cubans 
.were a divided people. Annexation, he 
said, was not understood, nor wouM 
.the masses accept it. They would deem 
'It but a change of masters, without any 
benefit to them. 


When asked as to the report of Ir- 


regularities by the Spaniards, he re- 
trretted that they were only "too true." 
He said: "Hundreds of Spaniards are 
jent to Cuba co take official positions. 
Many were appointed wUh the clear and 
tacit understanding that one-half of 
their gains were to be remitted to Spain, 
to the officials who had secured their 
appointments. Many a Spaniard pur- 
chased his Cuban appointment outright 
and then proceeded to recoup himself. 
Borne of the officials monthly have sent 
tlOOO to Spain. They deceive their gov- 
ernment, Cuba and the people alike. 
Any deficit in the Cuban budget is made 
good by an additional tax on Cuban 
property. If detected, they are dis- 
missed when they-, return to Spain; but 
tneir dismissal does not ostracize them. 
Far from It; they are subjects for popu- 
lar sympathy." •

Apropos of the Locks and Canals Co.'s 


efforts to avoid caring for bridges built 
across its canals, the local correspondent 
of the Boston Herald bos the following: 


Having at various times dug canals 


through the city territory to supply mi 11s of 
Individual companies with water.the Locks 
and Canals Co., otherwise "the corpora- 
tions," as a whole, have become charged 
with tbe duty.of maintaining bridges over 
the ditches they dug, to permit people TO 
pass safely over. There are now nine of 
the bridges, viz.: East Merrimackstreet, 
over the eastern cunnl; Bridge street, over 
.eastern canal; Broadway, over Pawtuckeb 
cannl; Central^ street, over Pawtucket 
canal; Suffolk street, over the Northern- 
canal; Central street, over Pawtucket 
cannl; School street and Thojndike street.' 
over Pawtucket cadal; Merrimack street, 
over 
Western 
canal. 
There. 
are 


some others differing in status as to 
maintenance not material here, but as to 
those mentioned, the structures are built 
of wood, aud the company is obliged to 
keep them in condition. Tho travel is 
considerable, replanking is frequently re- 
quired, timbers often becoming insecure, 
and-the -whole business constitutes an ex- 
pensive bngbear from which the company 
would gladly bn relieved. The bridge 
which carries East Morrimack street over 
the Eastern canal, near the Runnels build- 
ing, is now under consideration. . The 
bridge is 
narrow and 
inadequate in 


strength for the weipht of the constantly 
increasing traffic. It is for the public in- 
terest that the bridge be rebuilt and 
widened. That thia was to be done .im- 
mediately was understood when the city 
rebuilt 
the 
East Merrimock 
street 


bridge 
over the 
Concord 
river, but 


•this-.-- canal- -bridge --is still in 
atatu 


quo, while the 
Locks 
and 
Canals 


company are driving their customary bar- 
gain. Inasmuch as the company obtained 
a permanent benefit when it dug the canal 
it assumed the responsibility, coaqually 
permanent of enabling people to pass. 
The .proposition in behalf of the city is 
that a new bridge shall be built, of which 
the city shall pay its proportionate coat 
for the additional width desired. But the 
Locks and Canals company or "the 
cor- 


porations" will agree to nothing that does 
not relieve them.of tha responsibility of 
maintaining tbe bridge. They desire to 
have their 20 odd feet of -water roll be- 
neath forever, but want to rid themselves 
of the necessity of enabling people to get 
over their rushing torrent, at once, by the 
insignificant consideration of bearing the 
whole expense of a new bridge suitable ^o 
tha city themselves.

The company cnnuot take refuge in the 


claim that when it assumed the obligation, 
the public travelled in one-horse chaises. 
If a wooden bridge is inadequate, tbe com- 
pany must provide a structure that is ade- 
quute, aa good, in fact, as the nolid earth 
which they dug away. So that the com- 
pany's proposition is believed to Involve 
a distinct disadvantage to the public, 
It 


does not seem to render an equivalent for 
richts which the public already possesses, 
and tho-city may, tvith perfect propriety, 
provide the public with such bridge and 
street facilities as are needed, together 
with'such, legal protection as the circum- 
stances require.

importcil from various countries, •with 
results exceedingly satisfactory to tlie 
Amrricau farmer, says the St. Louis He- 
public. 


The investigation ivafl due to tho dec- 


laration that grain from Russia and 
Honmnnia contained numerous bacteria 
•which were of so deadly a nature that 
theyvvonld not yield even' to tho heut of 
Ihe oven. The statement tvith regard to 
the character of the grain from (ho two 
countries named has been found to bo 
exaggerated, but the investigation to 
Y7hich it led has been of general benefit, 
maamach ("is it has scientifically demon- 
strated the relative- merits of tho grain 
products of tho principal exporting conn- 
triea of tho world. 


Seventeen samples were examined by 


tho department of public health, aii'd of 
these tho purest was the American. 
Whilo tho bacteria usually found in rye, 
barley or -wheat do not seriously affect 
tho health of tho people, purity is never- 
theless a clesirablo quality and tho arti- 
cle in -which it obtains in the highest 
degree will ulvrays find precedence in 
tho markets of the world. 


Notwithstanding its purity, however. 


tho exportation of American wheat to 
Germany and France is decreasing rath- 
er than increasing. \ The reason for this 
is found in tho duties which have been 
placed upon it by tho French and Gor- 
man goverLraeuts. This is one of the ef- 
fects of protection in European conti- 
nental countries, and it has been aggra- 
vated by protection in this country. 
Thus tho American farmer is limited in 
his market for .his products nnd must 
pay on exorbitant prico for those arti- 
cles which he buys from foreign coun- 
tries. 


CONCERNING DEFICITS. 


From Harrlfon'B Admtalatntlon 


and tho Billion Doll ox ConereM. 


If there had been no change in the 


McKinley tariff of 1800, tbo govern- 
ment would still havo been confronted 
with o deficit 
The Harrison adminis- 


tration only managed to poll through 
wihout running behind while dissipat- 
ing ths surplus by seizing tho fund in- 
tended for the redemption of national 
bank notes in order to pay its way. The 
billion dollar congress not only made a 
huge cut in the revenue by repealing 
the tax on sugar and by other tariff 
changes, but it at tho earno timo added 
vastly to fixed expenditure. The Clevs- 
hind administration fell heir to a bank- 
rupt treasury, diminished income and 
enlarged expenditure. 
The failure of 


the income tax feature of the Wilson 
bill out off $20,000,000 of anticipated 
yearly revenue, and there has been a 
consequent shortage, -which will grow 
smaller as business shall gradually re- 
cover from the effects of the silver panic. 
It is a mistake to suppose, however, 
that the re-enaotment of the McKinley 
tariff schedules would put ths treasury 
on its feet. 


It is a further mistake to suppose that 


tho people of tho United States are any 
worse off because of the treasury de- 
ficits. 
If the money to miike good the 


deficits had been token from taxpayers, 
they -would have been precisely that 
much poorer. Tho rate of interest paid 
by the government on its borrowings i'S 
no greater than tho worth of unpaid tax 
money to holders from whom the gov- 
ernment has exacted less than it needed 
during the past three years.

Michael Connors, 40 years old, and 
Daniel Mountain, 60, were the victims 
of the shooting. 


The- outing at the farm was con- 


ducted by Hie East Side Checker club. 


I It has been the custom of the i;lub to go 


I out of town on Sundays and hold clam- 
bakes, ball games, etc., at various coun- 
try resorts. The scene of yesterday's 
clambake was just across the Paw- 
tucket city lino. The club - meinbers 
brought a liberal supply o£ lager beer 
and other refreshments along with tlielr 
commissary department. 


The police of this town received in- 


formation that beer was being sold by a 
party of Pawtuclcet men, and also-that 
a ball game was In progress. Loth of 
which acts were against the town laws. 
Five policemen In citizens' clothing ar- 
rived at the farm a few minutes after 
4 o'clock. The Pawtucket men saw them 
coming down one of the hills, and sup- 
posed that the ball game would be 
stopped. The playing ceased aa the offi- 
cers drew up. They first directed their 
attention to the' tables containing the 
refreshments. As to subsequent events, 
this version of the story is given: 


Michael Connors, In behalf of the club 


men, asked one of the policemen, John 
Ivcrney, whit he wanted. After a few 
seconds' talk concerning tlie ball game, 
Nerney asked Connors If there was any 
bcer on the grounds. 


Up to this time, none of the officers, 


IL is claimed, hc.d Informed Connors that 
they were policemen. Connors treated 
Nerney as an outsider, and promptly in- 
formed him that If he wanted to stay on 
the premises he would have to pay $J, 
the club assessment for the occasion! 
Nerney replied that Connors was "put- 
ting up a bluff," whereupon, the officer 
was ordered to leave. Tlie other officers 
meanwhile ivere looking around to sen 
what they could find.

Some of those neartst Nerney' and 


Connors, say that tho officer drew a 33- 
caiiber revolver and threatened to shoot 
unless Connors adopted a different atti- 
tude. Connors took two or three steps 
forward, and made an effort to take the 
weapon from Nerney. Tlie latter flred 
two shots, one of which struck Connors 
In the side. A portion of his clothing was 
scorched by the discharge: ,He at- 
tempted to.grapple with the officer, not- 
withstanding his wound, and cried lus- 
tily to his friends for assistance. The? 
other officers, upon hearing the rumpus, 
were on their way to the spot when the 
shots were llred. One of them. It is said, 
struck Connors on the head with a black- 
Jack. Ncrnay by this time.niad bctn 
worked up to a high state of excitement, 
and before the other officers could lay 
hands on Connors, Nemey pointed his 
revolver at Connors' head and fired. 
The latter dropped instantly, and was 
soon a corpse. 


Everyone within hearing started fo 


the scene of the turmoil. Daniel Moun 
tain, one of the men near Connors, at 
tempted to seize .him when he fel 
Mountain made some remark,- an 
within a minute after the shooting o 
his friend another report from the re 
volver of the infuriated Nerney rang out 
and Mountain sank In a heap alongsld 
of Connor's dead body. 


Edward Morse, another Pawtucke 


in.in, demanded to know what Nernev 
had shot the men for, but he concluded 
not to await the answer,"as Nerney or- 
dered him off, saying he would shoo 
him as well. 


The other policemen, as soon as they 


had realized what Nerney had done 
disarmed him, and devoted their atten- 
tion to his victims. It required but a 
glance to see that Connors was dead 
The other man had been shot in the left 
side, Just below.the heart. He died In 
about half an hour. . 


Sheriff Brown was notified, and about 


an -hour after the shooting he had placed 
Nerney under arrest. The officer, when 
he cgoled down, was asked what he did 
the-shooting tor.

This is 
certainly practicable, as Iho bicycle cliurch 
would bo used only in tho summer, and 
tbo congregation could easily get along 
with such protection ns would bo affurdud 
by a vory light frame structure.

seeking now Delds, and ho n:lght not liko 
to rido over the somo road ovorv Sunday 
whether there was a cburcb' at the end of 
it or not. 
P-utif wo could hold services 


ono Sunday In ono place and tho follow- 
ing Sunday at a place 10 or 16 miles in an- 
other direction, I'll venture to say that 
tho congregation would not fall off in 
numbers. Of course thero would be suita- 
ble sheds constructed, In which tho bicycles 
could bo lefc during the services. 


"There's no sense." continued Sir. Cal- 


vert, "In church people trying to override 
or dictate to tho wheelmen. 
The wlieol- 


inen will ride and on'Sunday too. Fur- 
thermore, thero ore hundreds of gt)od 
churchgoers who ride on Sunday. Thcire's 
nothing incompatible nbouc bicycling aai 
religion, but if tho church wants the bi- 
cyclo riders it must meet thorn half way. 
I think tho wheelmen will como their half 
cf tlio way. 


"Our committee will mate numerous

New York, May 25.—A gentleman, 40 


>'=.ars a resident o£ Cubn, In an inter- 
view 
yesterday, gave the ^ollowlns 


timely resume o£ the past and present 
of the Cuban rebellion of today, or that 
Initiated Feb. 2-1, 1S93. Owing to his in- 
terests In Cuba, and his strong sym- 
I.alhy for fhe Cubans, he refused to allo\\- 
Ms name to be used. 


The present rebellion, he said, was de- 


vised and planned by Cubans In Tsnv: 
Vcrlc. Following its inception, a care- 
lu'.ly worke'il-out propaganda was made 
In eastern'.Guba. Jt was conducted with 
Breat secrecy. It^had many active agents 
among the'best' classes in central an.i 
eastern Cuba. To them the outline of 
tho whole scheme -was entrusted. Six 
months before tlw outbreak, rumors ob- 
tained in the island of an impending re- 
vplt. Many not iri trie secret refused to 
credit them, as they deemed the islr.nd 
wholly unprepared Tor a new struggle 
with Spain. That a clash with the 
mother country would follow was la the 
minds of all. 


"It had to be," said this Informant, 


"as the first war had given the masses 
an idea of perfect freedom and the rlshto 
of men. Wille the; 1868-1873 rebellion 
w^s On, the masses did not understand 
the whole Isduc. Then many Cubans lii 
the employ of Spain In Cuba sided with' 
the former. They held small salaried 
positions. Since the close of the last 
war, the very active propaganda oC the 
autonomists has educated the masses.. 
Today they want equal freedom for all. 


"To the blacks In central and eastern 


Cuba, where they outnumber the whites, 
the new doctrine came as a revelation. 
Their experience previous to the last re- 
bellion, in the slavery days, -was niie of 
depression. All were looking forward 
to the time when Spain would accord 
Cuba self-government. Everything was 
done by the masses through their rep- 
resentatives In the Madrid senate and 
curtes to persuade Spain to grant their 
demands, but the long promised reforms 
we-re deferred from year to year, first, 
for one assigned cause and then under 
another: that they were being studied 
or their claims investigated. 


"More than 17 years slipped by. The 


masses in central and eastern Cuba had 
become restless and anxious. 
Senor 


Maury, at one time minister for the col- 
onies, proposed / a aeries of reforms. 
Their discussion gave the Cubans re- 
newed hopes; soon they hoped that they 
would become a working reality. Then 
fcenor Abarzuza took the proposed re- 
forms in hand. 
His modifications so 


changed their character that their mer- 
its were eliminated. Had they been en- 
acted the old status quo would have 
continued. 


"Waiting seemed vain. Early In 1895 


inr.ny of the colored or working classes 
vere Idle. Then on Feb. 24; 1S35, a num- 
ber raised the flag of rebellion and de- 
manded Cuba llbre, or free Cuba. The 
standard of revolt was set up in a num- 
ber of places Jn eastern Cuba, a rich 
province, In which the blacks greatly 
I'lunumberad the whites. 
The blacks 


joined the petty leaders. 


"Simultaneously, . In central 
Cuba, 


small parties formed. At that time th<? 
movement v.-as not deemed, a 
really 


serious one. Then it did not indicate an 
effective rebellion. 
Many Influential 


;..(.-ople tvho sympathized with them held ) 
^jaclc. However, the small parties main- 
tained Lh1?!!1 independence and grew in 
number r.nd "strength. Then they had 
few or no. arms, but all had the deatli- 
'IcE'.lins machete, a species of native 
r.word that they used with effectiveness. 
Tivjse parties of rebels commenced a 
:;y:::c;maUc search of the country, seizing 
all the fo-.vlipg- pieces, revolvers, ammu- 
nition and machetes that could be found. 
During the early days of the rebellion 
tin; 'small p;.rtics were without leaders 
ut' military skill, when Maceo, in Ba- 
yamo. gave nn Impetus to the movement 
by raiding a body of men. who Instantly 
took the I'.elo. ready for aggressive work. 


"The Spanish officials, not believing 


that the movement was serious, so In- 
formed the government, and made little 
of tho whole uprising. . The Epanith 
ofllcia'.s did not want any disturbance 
lhat would upset their own money-mal;- 
Ing plans. 
Later, the rebellion in- 


(Tsascd, when Spain became alarmed 
and sent out General Martinez Campos, 
who. inster.d of granting the long prom- 
ised reforms, brought soldiers, where," 
s:'. Id this Informant, "if he had canv! 
.ilone. duly authorized to adjust all the 
differences.the extension of the rebellion 
would have becn-.prevented, and a set- 
tlement reached. But no, the bad faith 
oC the Spanish government was to con^ 
t;nue, they assured each other. 


"While the'insular events were mul- 


tiplying. Generals Maximo Gomez and I 
Antonio Maceo arrived with a consider- 
able 
following. 
They Joined a small I 


putty of rebels, under General Jose 
ilaceo, a brother of Antonio. They were 
.lomed later by the late Jose Marti, who 
had been the life and chief organizer of 
the Cuban junta, or advisory'board, in 
New York. Then General Crombet am] 
his party landed, and were ambushed 
by the Spaniards. Crombet was killed 
in action, the survivors were made 
prisoners, and today are in the Morro 
castle at HtJbana. AU the men named 
had been 'prominent in the 1SCS-1878 re- 
bellion. Marti .was a Spaniard, Crom- 
liet a Cubaj;, Gomez is a native of Santo 
Domingo, vrest Indies; the llacoos are 
blacks from San^o de Cuba. . ' 


"At that time the general rebti reli- 


dszvous wits In th» lofty mountains 
s-ast of Guantanamo. In the eitrerae east. 
of eastern Cuba. " Whan it became 


known tj-jit Gomez, Marti and JIacco 
-had landed, hundreds ot Cubans u-ban- 
<londed their homes and Joined them. 
The recruits were blacks and whites. 


"Generals Gomez, Marti and the others 


commenced organizing their commands: 
They seized horses, supplies, etc. Later, 
reports camt of skirmishes with the 
Spanish troops. In the early encoun- 
ters the rebels wanted arms and ammu- 
nition. By capturing the regulars they 


i supplk'J themselves. The Cubans are 


very crafty and adroit. Often supplies 
were sent, packed under a whole load of 
household effects, parrot cages, etc. 
Often they were sent under the very 
eyes of'the Spanish oniclals. By this 
and other methods gradually.the rebels 
were armed. 


"The rebels fora(reci for all living- sup- 


plies. Xext they made the owners of 
estates pay a tax on all cattle slaugh- 
tered for private consumption. Herds 
were driven Into the mountuin fast- 
nesses' for future eupplles. 
Then, r.s 


now, they had more men than could be 
armed. The best men were selected and 
armed as tiradores, or sharp shooters. 
The men without arms, saving the 
p-.achete, have cultivated large tracts of 
rich mountain lar.d.s, growing corn, 
pumpldns, sweet potatoes and planllanG. 
Hence a supply of vegetables and meat, 
as well as corn for the horses. Sugar 
cane makes excellent fodder tor'the lat- 
ter. In a word food supplies and com- 
missariat departments are/not lacking. 
Friends send them salt, etc., and when 
In need they simply raid a town, 'taking 
whatever is \vanted. 


1 "Eastern Cuba remains the main cen- 
ter of the rebellion. TJiere, the blacks 
and their descendants are banded to- 
gether like the old-time caruonarl of 
Italy. To a ;nan, they stand together as 
riffalnst Spain. The negroes arc? perfect 
woodsmen. 
The vast tropical forests 


are their home. To Cuba they are what 
the early day Indians were In the North 
Amrrian continent—a handy and crafty 
enemy, abounding in skill and endur- 
ance, llvlnff under circumstances where 
ordinary men cannot live and maintain 
health. 


"The people In central and eastern 


Cuba who are not openly on the side oC 
the rebels, sympathize with tnerh and 
ieep them fully advised of every move- 
ment of the royal troops. They consti- 
tute themselves into an1 Intelligent corps. 
In whom the rebels can and do reiy. 
Even the old nesresses will not elve any 
Information, not even under threats. 
One and all, male and female, In east- 
ern Cuba deem Spain their cor.mon 
enemy." 


In reply to a question regarding the 


rebels' strength, the speaker said that 
fully 50,000 men are In the various rebel 
commands, of which, say three- fourths 
nave arms. The rebel army Is made up 
of army corps under various command- 
era. 


"The men In the rebel army are about 


half whites and half negroes—the latter 
make the best soldiers. 
They are a 


strong race, large limbed and muscular, 
familiar with hardships and life in the 
forests. They sleep In the open, and can 
.march a whole day without food. Their 
wants are few, and their native forests, 
abounding in small game and fruits, \ 
supply many of their wants." 


"When asked as to their conduct under 


fire this Informant said that they are 
brave and cool. As a general rule they 
lire two or three volleys as they close 
with the' enemy -and then 
rush 
In, 


machete In hand. Many of the negroes 
stripped to the waist are fighting. All 
sense of danger seems to disappear, and 
they flght like demons, and make fear- 
ful a'dversaj-Ies. On several occasions 
a blow from a machete has cut a rifle 
barrel in two. Arms are cut off at a 
blow, and heads split open to the very 
chin. 
The negroes ana whites alike 


realize that they have taken thejr lives 
In their hands, and that no retreat Is 
possible for them. 


The rebel army Is officered by whites 


and blacks. The latter prefer men of 
their own race. Discipline is rigidly en- 
forced. Any disobedience of orders Is 
severely punished. 


When asked as to the rebel method ol 


attack, the speaker said that it was of 
the usual Cuban type. "When the rebels 
are advised that a Spanish column ie 
advancing upon them, they post their 
sharpshooters In parties of 50. five or 
six parties of them. First, they engage 
the advance guard of the royalists, firing 
from ambush. If crowded too much, 
that party of 50 will fall back, while a 
new one of £0 will make a flank attack, 
and so they simply harass the Span- 
iards and expose themselves as little 
aa possible. By this methed, 250 or 300 
Cubans will hold a whole colamn in 
check. The Cubans are as fertile in ex- 
periments In attack, ambushing, etc., as 
any body of Indians. Their policy is to 
wear put and exhaust the enemy, at a 
minimum cost 
of life,- powder and 


•wounds to themselves. In many of tlie 
engagements, skirmishes in-which the 
tiradores fall back when outnumbered, 
such engagements are made to do duty 
as Spanish victories. 


In many Instances when the Span- 


ish troops have been taken prisoners, 
after being disarmed and offered their 
liberty, many of them have entered the 
rebel ranks. Their poor pay and treat- 
ment under Spanish officers does not 
make that service attractive. 
Asked 


as to. the prevalent opinion among the 
rebels, he said: "They are fighting for 
liberty or death; conquer or die, Is their 
self-imposed motto. 
They know full 


•well that they are fighting for their 
lives." 


The reports regarding the bad health 


of General Gomez he denounced as un- 
true. The Cuban army Is an unpaid 
organization. Not an officer or man re- 
ceives any pay. "To repeat," he salfl. 
"they are fighting for liberty and for 
their lives." 
. When asked if there were any Ameri- 
cans in the rebels' ranks, he replied that 
there were a few. They a'lso have no 
pay/ They run the same risks and un- 
dergo the same hardships as the Cubans. 


Landing expeditions today,' he saJd, 


the Cubans have reduced to a science. 
The steamers lay to at night, outside oC 
the marine league. The boats, painted 
a light drab, are swung over'the side 
when they are not laden with men and 
arms.1' If a man-of-war appears, she 
sees the steamer, while the boats, with- 
out lights, make for the shore. All the 
expeditions dispatched to Cuba Have 
landed except that of the Competitor.

Many were appointed w-llh the clear and 
tacit understanding "that one-half of 
their gains were to be remitted to Spain, 
to the officials who had .secured their 
appointments. Many- a Spaniard pur- 
chased his Cuban appointment outright j 
and then proceeded to recoup himself. 
Borne of the officials monthly have sent 
flOOO to Spain. They deceive their eov- 
crnment, Cuba, and the people alike. 
"Any deficit In the Cuban "budget Is made 
good by an additional tax on Cuban 
property. If detected, they are dis- 
missed when they return to Spain; but 
their dismissal does not ostracize them. 
Far from It; they ar* subjects for popu- 
lar sympathy."
